_. (mperial Durbar at 
Delhi Next Tuesday 


Representatives of Every Race Race, Cieed and Color Will Form 
One of the Most Gorgeous Pageants Witnessed This 
Century—Will Pass in Review Before King 


(Special to The Capital.) 

Delhi, India, Dec. 8.—Deihi is all a- 
glitter in anticipation of the great im- 
perial Durbar.. Not since the days 
when the grand moguls held sway 
have such. brilliant scenes been wit- 
nessed as have followed one another 
in rapid succession the past few days. 
And th most brilliant pageants of all 
are yet to come, 

Within a mighty arena, outside the 
walls of the city, next Tuesday, one 
hundred thousand persons, represent- 
alives of every race, creed and color, 
and including every prinee and poten- 
tale of India, with diamonds and ru- 
bies, emeralds and pearls worth mile) 
lions gleaming in turban, on breast and 
in waistband, Will assemble as) spe- 
cjal gucsts, and while massed bands 
play and the regiments stand attention, 
and while the sun pou ewn a flood 
of brilliant light, prinees and poten- 
tales will pass in review before their 
majesties King George and Queen 
Mary, making deep obcisance. 

Brilliant Ceremony 

The brilliant ceremonies ineident to 
the Durbar had their beginning this 
week with the state entry of the king 
and queen into Delhi. Jt was some- 
thing of a disappointment to the na- 
tives that their majesties preferred 
riding in a motr ear to sitting in a 
ewolden howdah on the back of a state 
elephant. But the disappointment was 
assauaged by the presence of a lun- 
dred elephants in the imperial train, 
_including the largest elephant in India, 
which is worshipped by the natives as 
the incarnation of one ef their lesser 
deities, 


Princes Pay Homage 

After receiving the homage of the 
native princes the king and queen and 
their suite took up their quarters in the 
great camp outside the cfly gates. The 
camp occupies an area of 25° square 
miles, 
{he conveniences of modern life, even 
to electric lights, tramways, and taxi- 
eabe, The visitors ‘camps are located 
immediately to the north and north- 
west of the Delhi central station, About 
aomile and a half from the station to 
the northwest is the ikng’s camp, im- 
mediately surrounded by those of the 
provincial governors and the higher of- 
ficials of the government of India, The 
chiefs oceupy spaces to the northeast, 
north and west of the royal tents. The 
review ground and the Durbar amphi- 
theatre lie beyond the camp to the 
northwest. 

Magnificent Tabernacles 

The range of tents oceupied by the 
royal party are on a seale of grandeur 
calculated’ to impress even those ac- 


The camp is furnished with ail 


customed to the magnificence. of the 
tabernacles of Indian rajahs and chiefs, 
The principal tent is about 40 feet in 
length and {s lined with native woven 
draperies, The general scheme of de- 
corations follows Indian traditions, and 
has been carried out in a fuil- rich- 
toned orange and black as the domin- 
ant colors. 

Today the king continued the recep- 
tion of the native chiefs, while the 
queen attended the Indian arts exhibi- 
tion. Last night the visitors drove 
about to view the gorgeous jiluminu- 
tions. The whole city and fort were 
illuminated. Every building was out-, 
lined in dazzling light. From the top 
of the ridge ,where one can look right 
over the city, the scene aws one of 
rare beauty . In the clear atmosphere 
of the Punjab Night every Hght was 
visible . The panorama reminded one 
ofa fairy city raised by a magician of 
the Arabian Nights. 

Preparo for Ceremony 

The preparations for-the great cere- 
mony of Tuesday next has ralsed 
everyone to the tiploe of expectation. 
At noon of that day the king and queen 
will enter the great arena to a fan- 
fare of trumpets and take their seats 
on glittering thrones, placed high on a 
dais, draped in imperial gold and ecrim- 
son, Al their right will stand Viceroy 
Hardinge and grouped about will be 
the members of their personal suiles 
and the high officials of the govern- 
ment of India. 

“Emperor of Indla”’ 

A herald, accompanied by four pur- 
suivants, will read in a loud, clear 
yoice this proclamation in Hindustane; 
“George V. of England has deigned to 
take on himself the title of Emperor 
of India. Even the princes and people 
have it so.” 

When the tumult) of cheers ches 
away his majesty will step to the front 
of the dais, and in an address will as- 
sure the prinees and people of India 
that he will ever uphold) them rights 
jan rule them in justice and equity, 
Trumpets will blow and the great 
gathering will rise and sing, ‘God Save 
the King.’ ' : 

Military Review 

In the afternoon the people will as- 
semble for the military review. A sttae 
banquet will be held in the king's ¢ tp 
in the evening, and it will be followed 
by a reception in the royal tents, The 
festivities will continue until saturds 
when they will be brought ta a close 
with the grea tstate procesiosn through 
the cily of Delhi. Later in the day 
King George will leave for Nepal to

Trunk Roads amd Bridges

Provincial finance fliecl the political 
proscenium yesterday wwhen Premier 
Sifton's bill, to provide for the rasing 
of a sum of $5,000,000 om tne credit of 
the geenral revenue fumd of Alberta, 
for the extension of the Edephone sys- 
tem and the estabfislam-ent and con- 
struction of trunk roads and necessary 
bridges, came up for discussion on the 
second reading, The thancial position 
of the province at (the present time, in 
respect to bonded indeb-tedness, was 
made clear to the house, @ number of 
speakers who con tributed lo the debate 
each bringing out some essential fact 
of the situation as It is l-olay, 

E. Michiner Speiks, 

E. Miechiner opened the discussion 
by a somewhat misleadiness Statement in 
a speech on the fiscal posiliion in which 
he charged the govermment with ex- 
travagance, with betrayal ef the prin- 
ciples of economy professed by the 
liberal party when fin& weturned to 
power, with plunging the province into 
debt of no less than 32 4,800,000, in- 
curring interest charges Ol Some $960,- 
000 a year, 

The items of Atberl=a's debt, ac- 
cording to Michiner, would be made 
up, after the passage of the present 
bill, of $9,400,000 represen ting present 
endebtedness, $7,400,000 representing 
the sum raised on the Waterways 
bonds the owenership of which is now 
in dispute, and the new $5,000,000.
